Hello all, 


I am a little confused. I am trying to connect my modulation transformer 
(125 watt Varimatch) 
to an Dukane audio amplifier using 4 each 6L6GC in push pull parallel. 


Looking at the info provided with the audio transformer, it says for 2- 
6L6's AB2, the Plate to Plate impedance would be 3800 ohms, for 4- 6L6's 
AB2, the Plate to Plate impedance would be 1900 ohms, for 2- 6L6's_ AB1, the 
Plate to Plate impedance would be 6600 ohms, for 4- 6L6's AB1, the Plate to 
Plate impedance would be 3300 ohms. 


How do I know if I am running AB1 or AB2? I can tell you this, before I 
removed the original Audio x former, I measured the B+ voltage at the center 
tap of the audio xformer. It was 450 volts. I then measured the current at 
this same point. the current was 220 ma. So what i see so far is. 455 x 
.220 =100.1 watts input. Would the Plate to plate impedance of the circuit 
then be 455 / .220 =2068 ohms? 


I understand a little that I guess how the tubes are biased determines how 
the amplified can be classified. 


One other note, In my 6L6 arrangement, there is a 50 ohm 5 watt resistor 
connecting the plates of two tubes together, then this connects to one side 
of the mod transformer, same for the other two tubes. 


One other question, these ma readings were taken at idle, with no audio 
input. With lets say a 1khz tone fed into the the amp, driving it to 
maximum, would the plate current rise, or stay the same. 


I need to know how I should hook up the modulation transformer for the 
correct Plate to Plate impedance. 


I guess on the Class C RF side figuring the impedance is easy E/I=R in my 
case, Viking 6n2 Running 740 volts fully loaded to 130 ma. = 96.2 watts 
input. For impedance 740/.130 =5692 ohms. 

Would this then be the correct load impedance for the Class C RF load.

The R-366/TRR-5: one of the favorite radios in my collection, for a couple 
of reasons. I aquired mine at Belton about a year and a half ago, and have 
had fun with it ever since. It is an interesting radio, and not very 
common. Since I aquired mine, I've only run accross two or three others, 
and I think your serial number (386), might be a high serial number. I 
don't know what my serial number is, as my front plate is missing, and I 
haven't been able to find a serial number anywhere on the chassis. 


Parts of the radio are well designed and work very well - for instance the 
push-pull 6AQ5 has enough power that about 1 to 2 on the A.F. gain knob, it 
gets painfully loud, even though the audio quality is quite good. It is 
*THAT* loud. The band change arangement is a turret system much like an 
SP-600, and works about as smoothly as an SP-600. (my R-366 sits right 
above my SP-600-JX-17 in my rack, so comparison is easy!) The crystal 
filter is one of the more effective crystal filters I've ever used, and the 
BFO and tuning is solid enough that SSB is no problem, even for extended 
periods of time. Quality of construction is excellent, and the radio is 
split into three "armored" sub chassis, with Dzus fasteners for quick 
access to the internals. The tuning cap is especially well protected, 
sitting in the center chassis. The controls are large, well placed, and 
have a very good feel, except for the tuning. 


On the down side, it has the most mickey-mouse tuning knob to capacitor 
joint: The knob connects to a shaft, and the shaft has a pin at a right 
angle to the shaft that fits into a slot in cup on the chassis side. So as 
that pin and slot wear, the tuning gets sloppy. My tuning is real sloppy. 
I've taken some slop out with shims, but the problem I find is too much 
shims takes away the tolerance for front panel misalignment, and cuases 
binding. Not the smoothest joint in my opinion. 


There is a lot of speculation what this receiver was designed to do - 
looking in my manual, you see that it was designed as a Navy troop 
entertainment receiver, but the manual also states that it can be used as a 
serious comm receiver if need be - it has BFO and crystal filter that I am 
told most troop entertainment sets did not. Plus, I find it interesting 
that the Navy would contract for a troop entertainment set, when there were 
already so many good troop entertainment sets at the time. Plus I wonder 
how many sailors would consider using an R-366 in place of the R-390 (same 
era, early 50's) or an R-1051 if they were around... 


So, the R-366/TRR-5 remains a set with more questions than I have answers, 
which is why I have cc:ed it to the list. 


On the subject of a manual, I'd make you a copy of mine, but I doubt I 
could reproduce it with the same quality that Sheldon Wheaton did making my 
copy. The manual I got from him looks so good, it takes a few seconds to 
realise it is a copy. Whatever he charges for the copy, it is absolutely 
worth it. I forget his e-mail off the top of my head, if he doesn't 
respond to your message, shoot me an e-mail and I'll look it up.

The problem with WD-40 is that it leaves a residue that attracts dirt, 
while De-Oxit does not. But De-Oxit isn't as good at breaking up heavy 
duty crud as WD-40.

You are right. WD40, being a petroleum derivative, is flammable. You can 
use it as a flame thrower if you are clever (stupid). Its flash point is 
reasonably high however so you need a good hot spark to ignite it. Power 
down the set first if you are going to lube power switches. Using common 
sense you won't have any problems.

AB2 means you are running grid current, i. e., you are hitting the grid 
with enough signal to drive the grid positive with respect to the cathode 
and thus drawing grid current. AB1 means you're NOT driving the grid 
positive. It's a distinction ‘cause when you draw grid current you will 
get distortion if the driver stage impedence is high. You need a low 
output impedance driver stage to operate AB2. The higher the grid swing 


the higher the plate swing which means more power out IF you have the plate 
load impedance set up correctly. 


> I need to know how I should hook up the modulation transformer for the 
correct Plate to Plate impedance. 


Experiment. Use a load resistor which represents the nominal load a final 
RF amp plate circuit presents when modulating 100% if you can figure it. 
Otherwise the load should be the final amp itself. Look (with a 'scope) 
for maximum undistorted modulation capability with various hookups. Compare 
DC power being supplied to the modulator plate circuit v/s added RF power 
when modulating. Undelivered power goes up as heat from the plates of your 
modulators (same applies for your final--dipping it gets proper load to 
plate). You can also draw too much grid current and ruin your tubes. Good 
power tubes can handle this. 6L6's are so-so. 


Read up on the subject. Hope this helps. 73

SInce running class AB2 by definition means that the tubes are driven into 
grid current, the grid drive arrangement is a clue. If it's by transformer 
or direct coupled cathode follower, it's probably AB2. If the grids are 
Capacitor coupled from the preceding stage, any grid current will be 
rectified and charge up the capacitor, changing the biasing point and 
getting rid of the grid current, so capacitor coupling can't be AB2. 


Just to review, here are the class of operation definitions: 

Class A, both tubes always conduct (neither is ever cut off) 

Class B-~ One tube conducts on positive half cycles and the other on negative 
Class C This is really a pulse amplifier and is only useful driving a 


resonant circuit as in transmitter finals. 


Class AB both tubes conduct for small or moderate signal amplitudes but 
each one cuts off for large positve and negative signals, respectively. 
The degree of A- versus B-ness can be set anywhere in between class A and B. 


The suffixes -1 and -2 indicate whether the tubes' grids are driven 
positive and therefore into grid current. 


The ABC definitions apply to transistor circuits as well. The -1 and -2 
don't, since at least bipolar transistors always draw base current. 


I hope this helps.

Easiest way I know is two logic gates (wash 
my mouth out!) in multivibrator config with the suspect xtal either in 
series with, or shunting to earth, one feedback link. 


OR connect between grid of reliable valve, and deck. Try various tank 
coils. If nothing happens try again but with the suspect and a small C 
(in series) going from anode to control grid.

Welcome to the R-366/TRR-5 fan club, Arden. Definitely one of the STRANGEST 
receivers to come out of the Korean War surplus bin. 


I have to agree with Ben's excellent comments re. the radio being something 
of a strange cat; a troop entertainment set that is intended to double as a 
heavy duty commo receiver is a unique idea, but about par for the course 
for some of the Pentagon planning types. Besides the BFO, crystal filter, 
etc. I would add ANOTHER strange feature; when's the last time you saw an 
entertainment radio with a panoramic adaptor output??? And I can tell you 
from experience that it works quite well; I have a BC-1031 hooked on mine, 
and the pair does an admirable job. However, I have been tinkering with the 
set to try to remove 455 KHz energy that escapes from the BFO and leaks 
back into the B+ and filiment circuits; the BFO shows up as a minor pip on 
the panadaptor. 


Re. the dial mechanism; strangest one I've ever seen. The novelty of it was 
one of the things that hooked me on the radio initially. When you turn the 
main tuning dial, the calibrated scale disk rotates in the OPPOSITE 
direction! Truly WIERD! 


Thanks for the tip about the coupling device Ben; I'll have to look for a 
junker set to scrap one from (FAT CHANCE!!!), just in case. My dial is VERY 
smooth, and I'd like to keep it that way. 


BIW... serial numbers. Arden isn't that high; my set is #541. This set is 
also an Espey. I'm beginning to wonder if there are any other contractors 
out there who built ‘em? 


I'll second the comments on Sheldon Wheaton's manual copies; they are truly 
excellent! I have one here in front of me now. 


My set too needs some TLC, tho it operates as advertised. SOME idiot in the 
set's past tried to pull the tube shields straight off, damaging the 
bayonet pin retainer rings / mounting ears on several sockets. They will 
have to be replaced, as the socket inserts are sort of floating loose. 
Other than that, the rig in in fine shape. 


I also wanna do a panel repaint job on this thing. Still looking around for 
the shade of paint that I refer to as "USMC Olive Drab", or simply as 
"Jarhead Green" gloss enamel. My rig still has the cabinet, and the shock 
mounting. Also, blue / green wrinkle (for the cabinet) would be nice to 
find, as would the same shade in flat semigloss for the shock mount rails. 


VERY impressive to me is the panel engraving; control marking is expected, 
but this rig has a lit of artistic borders and embellishments on the panel. 
The inch high letters that pop up in the bandswitch position viewing window 
remind you of a child's building blocks. The first impression I got was 


that it is a big, MIL-spec Fischer-Price toy, or this radio was designed to 
be run by operators who weren't so terribly bright and who needed things to 
be VERY obvious! 


Servicing this thing is a bit of a problem in the area of the front end. 
That turret tuner is a mechanical horror to get an alignment tool into! 
Other than that, no great hassles. I REALLY appreciate the roller rack 
rails in the cabinet; they make it easy to take a quick peek inside for 
whatever reason. 


In terms of operation, I like it. EXCELLENT receiver for SWLing, sort of a 
super S-38! I wouldn't put it in the same class as an SP-600 however, but 
it is STILL a well engineered hunk of gear. Given the limitations of the 
dial calibration, it does a good job as a ham receiver; CW performance is 
particularly good, especially with that crystal filter. On SSB, I've used 
worse receivers in my time. 


Now, the BIG question; has anyone out there got the accessories for this 
rig? Like, the CY851/TRR-5 transit case, and the LS-171U speaker (a big, 10 
inch infinite baffled job that apparently has a good looking wood front 
panel that mounts in the transit case, and doubles as a stand for the 
radio)? With 5 watts of undistorted output from the radio, this thing must 
have REALLY sounded GOOD! I can just imagine the swabbies jitterbugging

Hello Gang, 
I finally go time (and energy!) to go through the B&W5100 I got 


from a fellow listmember, and apart from a little switch cleaning 
and refurb, it's amazing how well (and easily) this thing came up. 


A three wire cord, some Deoxit, and general cleaning ended me 

up with a beautiful specimen that I'll have on the air for quite some 
time. I thought that EFJ made nicely hewn stuff, but B&W seems to have 
surpassed them with this piece... 


Flushed with success, I hoisted the 6100 I've had for a couple 
of years back onto the bench. A brief earlier checkout had shown that it 
had 80m operation but nothing else. Reading the manual (I know... 
but I was running out of ideas!) I noted that it uses a 2nd IF oscillator 
to create a third signal, to mix with the sum of the first two, to generate 
the frequency synthesis for the rest of the bands. Poking through 
this oscillator (literally) I touched a carbon comp resistor that was in series 
with the plate of the 6CB6 oscillator... and it fell in two. Although there 
was no apparent crack, it had neatly fractured. Firing up the Metcal, 
I popped in a new one and all was well. 


For those who may not know, the 6100 is a early 60's synthesized 
rig with digital readout... and a nifty piece of work. More Deoxit on the 
switches and some cleaner on the pots and away we go... Vintage 
synthesized SSB circa 1962! I had a short chat with Fellow Listmember 
Jim (newly W4CCF) as well as another hour long chat with someone 
else on 75 M... serial number 212 is back making RF again! 


I know there's a couple more Barkin' Willie 6100's amongst 
the assembled group here...wanna all meet somewhere on 
the bands for a reunion one of these days?

>Hi Ken, I built up a generator when I was a kid in 1959 or '60 using a B+S engine 
and a 
1/2 hp GE induction motor. It took a bank of several hundred mf oil AC caps across 
the 
motor for excitation. Voltage regulation was very poor but it worked. I ran field 
day 
several years with the setup running a homebrew pair of 807s, 807 modulators, 
Meissner 
Signal Shifter and a NC173. When I went to xmit we had to add in additional caps 
(thru a 
remote contactor) to keep the voltage up. Whistle in the mic and you could here 
the 
engine bog down. One of the problems was that it required that there be some 
residual 
magnatism in the armature for it to start generating and occasionally it just 
wouldn't 
work. I discovered that if I stopped the engine and connected a flashlight battery 
momentarly across the motor it would then take off and give us power.

Anyway, this thing is a Hickok Mod. 19XD signal generator, at least. It seems 
also to include a VTVM and it is sure big enough to do it. It measures 16 x

My Middleton book of test equipment circuits (1963) does not mention it, so it 
must have been obsolete in the Kennedy era, but it has a charm all its on, 
like a Dusenberg or a Packard.

I use mylar drawing paper at work for engineering drawings. The stuff is 

available in various 

thicknesses. I use 3 and 4 mill (.003, .004") thick stuff and have always 

thought that it might 

be useful for rewinding transformers. It has a very good dielectric value. 
I think it would also 

be useful for making home brew "mylar" capacitors by alternating sheets of 
aluminum foil and mylar 

film. Try a local artist supply store. 


Some of the old Elmers in the area used "fish paper", the same stuff the 
local butcher used

First, a big thanks goes out to W6WUH, WA1ABI, W8KGI, K6AKK, WC9M and W9UD - 
lots of good info, encouragement, and documentation on the way!! 


Only doc I have is Moore's Transmitter book. One difference is that the 
modulator uses a 6L6 driver rather than a 6F6 called out in Moore's book - this 
is not as sub as the chassis is clearly marked. 


After sketching out the underside of the power supply chassis, I removed all 
the xfimrs, chokes, caps, etc and gave it a 50th anniversary bath - sure needed 
it! Cleaned up the rusty xfmr laminations (THX W6WUH!), painted the end 
bells, scrubbed up the front panel, etc etc. 


The only bad parts I found were a couple of toggle switches. Added a 3-wire 
line cord, removed a couple of obvious mods. Brought things up a section at a 


time, cooked out a couple of 866s and it's cranking out 600V and 1400V like a 
champ! 


Next stop is the modulator chassis. Initial probing says the modulation xfmr, 
driver, HV xfmr, filter caps and chokes are all OK... Not bad for 50 years 
old and spending 30+ years in a storage shed!

Read carfully:

> I believe that WD-40 is flammable. I remember reading something a few 
years back about someone using WD-40 on a power switch, not letting it 
completely dry, using the switch and having it burst into flames due to the 
contact spark. 


You are right. WD40, being a petroleum derivative, is flammable. You can 
use it as a flame thrower if you are clever (stupid). Its flash point is 
reasonably high however so you need a good hot spark to ignite it. Power 
down the set first if you are going to lube power switches. Using common 
sense you won't have any problems. 


And so now revisiting WD40..... read the instruction: 
INSTRUCTION: Read Instructions before operating. 


Now that you've burned the house down along with your precious collection 
of ba's, read the instructions: 


1.) Turn on brain and allow to idle until operating temperature is reached. 
Then THINK. 


2.) Flammable liquids burn when they are heated to the point where they 
evaporate fast enough to produce a combustible mixture of gaseous fuel and 
oxygen. That's called the flash point. When you add the third arm of the 


fire triangle, i. e. heat, you get that effect that everyone gets so upset 
about.

> Moral: Let the 409 dry out if you have phenolic sockets or terminal 
strips. 


NO! NO! NO! 


Don't EVER allow the 409, or other cleaners of the like to get into 
elctrical insulation. You can't get the ionic contamination out of the 
insulation once it is in. Even after you dry things out the insulation, 
being porous, will absorb moisture from the atmosphere and eventually the 
insulatiion will fail due to tracking and then arcing. I've seen it many 
times before. Only clean sockets, etc., with cleaners designed for 
cleaning electrical equiopment. IF you are in doubt about the condition of 
the insulation, saturate it with a moisture displacer, such as WD40. To 
avoid chance of fire allow WD40 (which contains flammable solvent) to soak 
in and then dry for several hours before doing anything like throwing a 
high voltage switch or unplugging tubes while the set is powered up.
